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Provisions of Wild Lands Tax _ 
Act 


=D 

At the last session of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature, the Wild 
Land Tax Act was amended by 
legislation introduced by the Min- 
ister of Municipal Affairs, ‘under 
whose direction this act is admin- 
istered. 

One of the outstanding features 
of these amendments is the-widen- 
ing of the provision under which 
exemption from the tax*fhight be 
secured. As the act has been in 
force during the past four years 
all cultivation or pasturage of land 
whereby exemption might — be 
secured was required to take pla- 
ce during the year previous to 
that in which the tax was levied. 
This being the case, the purchaser 
of land from the Dominion govern- 
ment or from the Canadian Pacifie 
Railway Company, who made his 
purchase in the fall of the year, 
had no opportunity to earn exem- 
tion from the Wild Lands Tax ia 
the following year. This was un- 
fair, as the purchaser in question 
had no control of the land during 
the previous year, and was thus 
penalized because of a condition 
of affairs beyond his control. The 
act as it now stands, provides 
that exemption may be granted if 
the cultivation takes place prior to 
the first day of August of the year 
in which the tax is levied, or if 
land is pastured for two months 
prior to the first day of July of 
the year in which the tax is levied. 
The amount of cultivation and the 
number of head of stock pastured 
is left as it Was, namely, one quar- 
ter of the land must be cultivated, 
and there must be stock in the pro- 
portion of one head of horses or 
cattle or three sheep to every ten

to residence exemption also rem- 
ains the same, namely : A bona fide 
farmer who is resident on his land 
is exempt for 640 acres, and such 
land may be within a radius of 
nine miles from his place of resi- 
dence. 

During the past years the admi- 
nistration of the Wild Lands Tax 
Act has been criticized on account 
of the fact that lands were some- 
times assessed under this act that 
were really exempt from such tax, 
Beeause the large areas given to 
the assessor to cover, this was un- 
avoidable as it was impossible for 
him to see all the land in his dis- 
trict, and he had, therefore, to 
depend for much of his informa- 
tion on hearsay evidence from 
parties in the community. This led 
to a good deal of misunderstand- 
ing, and many mistakes were 
made. This condition of affairs 
was, of course, very unsatisfactory 
and provision has been made 
whereby, commencing with the 
current year, all land taxed under 
this act will be actually seen by 
the person responsible for the as- 
sessment. 


In the organized portions of the 
Province—that is in the Municipal 
Districts, and it will be possible 
for the offiicial levying the taxes 
for the district to obtain exact in- 
formation as to what lands in the 
district are subject to this tax, 
and there should be no possibility 
of land exempt from taxation be- 
ing taxed, or of land subjeet to 
taxation being omitted from the 
tax roll. 

In the unorganized portions of 
the Province the staff of outside 
assessors employed by the Depart- 
ment has been increased, and each 
assessor must see all the land that 
he assessed; no hearsay evidence 


will be taken. This will insure 
a proper assessment in the unor- 
ganized territory as well as in 


the organized areas and it will do 
away with the possibility of a man 
being assessed for laud which he 
is cultivating or on which he has 
probably made his home for a 
number of years. 

The placing of the Wild Lands 
Tax assessments in hands of Mu- 
uicipal districts will also tend to 
better the service in other ways: 
That is, all taxes on lands in Mun- 
icipal Districts with the exception 
of Sehool Taxes in some cases,

A party who.owns land in a Mu- 
nicipal Ristrict will not receive 
any tax no@gice from the Depart- 
ment ot. Municipal affairs. He 
will only.weceiye one ‘tax notice 
from the secretary-treasurer of the 
Municipal district in which his 
land is situated and this notice will 
show all. taxcs payable by him, 
anda clear receipt from the Ses- 
treas, of Municipality will be ey- 
idenee that all taxes have been 
paid. Where school taxes are 
still levied by the school distrigt, 
the land owner will of eourse re- 
ceive a tax notiée from the schdgl 
district in addition to that from 
the municipal district. It is to be 
hoped hat ere long all school tax- 
es will be levied by the municipé« 
ality, and that in all municipal dis- 
triets only one assment and tax 
roll will be necessary. 

As far as the unorganized por- 
tions of the province are concern- 
ed; that is, the improvmeent dist- 
ricts, all taxes levied on land by 
the provincial government — will 
be shown on one tax notice in pla- 
ce of two or three as in the past, 
and the receipt of payment will 
be acknowledged on one tax fre- 
ceipt form, and all tax notices and 
tax receipts will give full particul- 
ars as to the amount of the differ- 
ent taxes levied against the land.
